Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

New Ornceans, La., Sept. 14.—In accordance 
with a call published in the Sunday papers, for a 
meeting atthe Clay statue,ou Canal street, at 
11 this morning, for the ostensible purpose of 
protesting against the Kellogg government and 
against the recent seizures of arms by the Met- 
ropolitan police, large crowds assembled long 
before the hour. At a quarter past 11, Mr. R. 
H. Marr, from the gallery of the Crescent Bill- 
iard Hall, called the meeting to order, and read 
a list of officers. He then read the call stating 
the objects of the meeting, signed by a large 
number of merchants and leading citizens, and 
afterwards aseries of resolutions authorizing 
the appointment of a committee of five to 
WAIT ON GOY. KELLOGG AND REQUEST HIS ABDI- 

CATION. 

Mr. Marr requested the meeting not to dis- 
perse, but wait for the Committee to report. The 
Committee drove off rapidly toward the State- 
House, and the meeting was addressed by E. 
John Ellis, Democratic candidate for Congress, 
who stated that the men who had arranged this 
affair had a definite plan, and that in case 
Kellogg would not voluntarily resign he would 
be compelled to. Ellis was followed by other 
speakers in a similar strain. It was about an hour 
before the cry was raised Here they come!” 
and the carriage containing the Committee was 
seen emerging from Royal street. The crowd 
opened for the carriage to pass through, while a 
great rush was made to get within hearing dis- 
tance of the Billiard-Hall gallery. 

THE COMMITTEE REPORT 

was to the effect that Gov. Kellogg was not in 
his office, but that the Committee was met by 
H. C. Dibble, a member of his staff, who re- 
ceived their communication and con veyed it to 
Governor. The Governor declined to receive 
the communication for the reason that he 
understood it came from a meeting of armed 
men on Canal street, and that there were other 
bodies of armed men in different parts of the 
city. Mr. Marr, as Chairman of the Committee, 
assured Mr. Dibble that the life and property of 
the Governor were perfectly safe in case he com- 
plied. Mr. Marr read the report, and that part 
of Kellogg’s communication which referred to 
the Canal-street meeting as being an armed as- 
semblage was received with cries of That's a 
lie!” The Committee was cheered, and many 
times Mr. Marr was interrupted with loud 
demonstrations of applause, and the 
statement that Gov. Kellogg was not 
found in his office was greeted with 
derisive cries and laughter. 

Having finished the reading, Mr. Marr said : 
„Gentlemen, our Committee has no further com- 
munication to make. The crisis has now arrived 
which requires of you such action as you deem 
proper.” Immediately another man jumped up, 
and in an excited speech declared it was the duty 
of every citizen to go and get his gun and report 
on Canal street at once for duty. This advice 
was received with cries of That's the talk! 
That's business! and men commenced to drop 
out in every direction. In leas than five minutes 

MEN BEARING SHOT-GUNSS AND RIFLES 

could be seen in every direction. Shortly armed 
bodies of the White League were marching 
towards the levee, where a small body of Metro- 
politans were waiting for the arrival of a steam- 
boat, in order to seize 2,000 stand of arms said 
to be destined for the White League. 

THE CITY-HALI. CAPTURED. 

At about 2 p.m. a Committee waited upon 
Mayor Wiltse, at the City-Hall, and demanded 
bis resignation and that of the seven City Ad- 
ministrators. The Administrators ail locked up 
their offices and went home. Mayor Wiltse 
asked the authority under which the Com- 
mittee made the demand, and the reply 
was, By authority of the legitimate Government 
of Louisiana.” The Mayor submitted to the su- 
perior force so far as to leave the hall, and the 
building is now im possession of the White 


League. 

Mayor Wiltse and six of the seven of the Ad- 
ministrators were elected as Fusioniats, but it is 
thought by their party friends that they have 
not waged enough war upon the State Govern- 


ment.

SECOND DISPATCH,

New Orn.eans, Sept. 14.—The Metropolitans 
from the Jackson Square Station had moved up 
the levee and formed a line of battle from the 
river at the head of Canal street to the iron 
building, with one Gatling gun commanding the 
levee and the other directed up Canal street. At 
a few minutes past 4 p. m. the White Leaguers 
advanced and attacked the Metropolitans, deliv- 
ering a very effective fire, which was responded 
to by the Gatling guns and Winchester rifles of 
the Metropolitans. 

THE LEAGUERS THEN CHARGED 
and drove the police from their position. The 


Superintendent of Police, Gen. Badger, was 


wounded in several places, probably fatally, aad 
ten or twelve patrolmen were killed. It is not 
known how many Leaguers and citizens were 
killed, but, from the fact of their being close- 
packed during the firing, it is probable than even 
a larger number lost their lives than of their op- 
ponents. The streets are now occupied by armed 
patrols of citizens, and barricades have been 
thrown up at the different corners of Camp, Mag- 
azine, St. Charles, and other principal streets, by 
tearing up the pavements, and taking the street- 
cars off the lines and throwing them crosswise 
across the street. An armed guard has been 
placed in front of the Republican office by the 
White League authorities, to prevent the pos- 
sibilitv of the office being mobbed. 

At this hour there is no great excitement, 
The authorities are 

LOOKING ANXIOUSLY FOR FEDERAL HELP, 

and it is said that the Third Infantry, from 
Holly Springs, is on the way here. Some say it 
has already arrived. All kinds of tumors 
are in circulction,—that the railroad- 
track has been torn up to prevent the 
troops coming, that Marshal Packard and As- 
sistant Attorney-General Dibble were wounded 
tluis evening, and much besides which is proba- 


bly not true. It is not known what movements’ 


will be made to-night, but itis not improbable 
the police stations may be attacked. 
ALL QUIET. 
At this hour the situation remains unchanged. 
Gen. Badger ie still living, and may possibly re-

KELLOGG MUST ABDICATE. 

The citizers’ meeting adopted resolutions re- 
questing the immediate abdication of Gov. Kel- 
logg, and a committee, consisting of R. H. Marr 
for Chairman, Jules Tuyes, Samuel E. Chapin 
Samuel Beli, and J. M. Seixas, were appointed 
to wait upon the Governor, aud the meeting is 
awaiting the report of the Committee. 

THE GOVERNOR WAITED UPON. 
A committee of five appeinted by the Canal 
street mass-meeting called at the Executive 
office about noon. The Governor not being 
present, Brig.-Gen. Dibble, of the Governox's 
staff, received the delegation. Mr. Marr, as 
spokesman, said they had called as a committee 
to interview the Governor. Gen. Dibble said he 
would convey the fact to the Governor. 

THE GOVERNOR'S KESPONSE. 

After a brief absence, he returned and made a 
reply, which, at the request of Mr, Marr, was re- 
duced to writing, as follows: 

I have communicated with the Governor, and he 
directs me to say to you that he must decline to re- 
ceive any communication from à committee appointed 
by the mass—meeting assembled on Canal street. He 
does this, I am instructed to say, because he has defi-

I — 2 there are no armed rioters. There are no 
armed men on Canal street, sofaras we know. We 
came on a mission of peace, and we believe that if the 
Governor had acceded to the proposition we brought 
to-day, which was to abdicate, it would have pacified 
the people of Louisiana, and might or would have pre- 
vented violence or bloodshed. 80 far as we are con- 
cerned, we are prepared to pledge to him no violence 
in person and property, and we feel in a position, on 
the contrary, to assure him that there should be per- 
fect immunity to both. 

The substance of the foregoing reply was 
subsequently, at Mr. Marr’s request, reduced to 
writing by the Governor's Private Secretary, and 
handed to him to read at the mass-meeting. 

KELLOGG NOT CONVINCED. 

Gen. Dibble, on the part of the Governor, re- 
plied: I have to repeat what I said before,— 
that, while there may be no armed men on Canal 
street, there are armed bodies within a short dis- 
tance, assembled on tae came call as your mass- 


meeting.” 
CALL TO ABMS. 

The Committee then retired, and soon after 
reported the result of their interview to the 
meeting. The people were then advised to go 
bome, get their arms and ammunition, and re- 
turn to assist the White League, who were then 
under arms, to execute plans that would be ar- 
ranged for them. ‘The « le then quietiy dis- 
persed. Afterward quite o hrge number formed 
in procession, and marched up Camp street.

THE PEOPLE TO THE RESCUE. 

The people seem to have responded with 
alacrity to the advice given them by Dr. Beard, 
one of the speakers at the Canal street meeting. 
By 3 p. m. armed men were stationed at the in- 
tersectioa of all streets on the south side of 
Canal street, from the river to Claiborne street. 
About 4 p. m. a body of Metropolitana, about 500 
strong, with cavalry and artillery, appeared at 
the head of Canal street, and took à position. 
Gen. Longstreet commanding, accompanied by 
an orderly, then rode up and down Canal street, 
ordering the arnied citizens to disperse. Some 
desultory firing soon after occured along 
Canal street, and some few casualties 
are reported on both sides. The Metropolitans 
are reported to have broken at the first fire. 
The citizens are now building a barricade along 
Poydras street, having already 

CAPTURED THE CITY-BALL 
and taken possession of the fire-alarm telegraph. 
The police telegrapb-lines are worked by a bat- 
terv from the City-Hall, and have been detached 
therefrom, rendering them useless. 

There is ope company of United States troops 
here, but they remain at the Custom-House, 
spectators of the lively scene being enacted in 
front of them. 

The State authorities seem to have great con- 
fidence in their ability to deal with what they 
term an 1 — mob, and say unless the people 
disperse there will be bloody work to-night. 

BARRICADES ARE ERECTED Oj! ALL STREETS 
between Poydras and Canal, ind the people's 
party hold all that portion of the city above 
Cabal. The Meirepolitans are massed in and 
around Jackson Square and the St. Louis Hotel. 

There was quite a fight at the river end 
of Canal street about 4 o'clock. The number of 
killed is estimated by some as high as fifty, and 
many were nded. Capt. J. M. West, printer, 
and a well-Bnown newspaper correspondent, and 
E. A. Talledano were killed on the citizens’ side, 
and a number of Metropoiitans are reported 
killed and Gen. Badger severely wounded, The 
colored men, of which the Metropolitan Brigade 
was largely composed, broke aud ran upou the 
firet fire, leaving their white comrades, a num- 
ber of whom were killed and wounded. 

ALL QUIET aT 8 r. M. 

New Orizans, La., Sept. 14—8 p. m.—The 
streets about Canal street are well filled with 
armed citizens. The impression prevails that 
no further attempt will be made by the Metro- 
politans to disperse their opponents, who troat- 
ed them so roughly this afternoon. The city is 
remarkably quiet throughout, and no further 
conflict is apprehended before morning. Most 
of the barricades are made with etreet-railroad 
cars. Six or eight citizens and twenty or thirty 
Metropolitans were killed in the fight this after- 
boon, and many wounded on both sides.

KELLOG@ CALLS FOR FEDERAL AID. 

Wasuineton, Sept. 14.—Intelligence comes 
from New Orleans in euch terms as justifies the 
assertion that Gov. Kellogg bas called upon the 
President for Federal aid to support the State 
authorities in suppressing domestic violence, 
the Legislature not now being in session. 
Should the call reach the President to-morrow, 
it may become a matter for Cabinet consider- 
ation, as he will not leave for Long Branch until 
to-morrow night.

Marshal MacMahon is now making a second 
tour in the French provinces for the purpose 
of reassuring the people of the permanency of 
the Septennate and the consequent safety of the 
pation. He does not establish a satisfactory 
case. For, while it may be true that the Gov- 
ernment is settled for some years, there is abso- 
lutely no telling what may come when its term 
hasexpired. Besides, the Marshal does not use 
to good advantege the arguments which are at 
hand to justify the laissez faire policy. He is 
more a soldier than a politician, and more a 
“ worker in politics than a speäker. The like- 
ness between him and an American soldier who 
has gone into politics. is very remarkable. The 
Marshal and the General are no orators; and 
the popular judgment, that they do not speak 
because they cannot, and that they cannot be- 
cause they are not accustomed to rapid and sc- 
curate thinking, may not be far wrong. 


THE LOUISIANA REVOLUTION. 
The people of New Orleans are in open revolt 
against the State and municipal authorities. The

THE JOBBING TRADE OF NEW YORK AND 
CHICAGO. 

Three or four weeks ago the New York Bulle- 
tin stated, among other reasons, why the jobbing 
trade there was falling below the expectations 
of merchants, that it was steadily settling in the 
interior, and for the Northwest ‘notably at 
Chicago.” Then the Graphic had 6 very sug- 
gestive cartoon, in which Father Knickerbocker 
was represented as snoring while his children 
were stealing away his trade. On these admis- 
sions of well-known facts Tux Tano had 
something to say, and gave sundry reasons to 
illustrate their truth. Among others we men- 
tioned the oppressive tolls on the Erie Caual; 
the permanent tax on the business of 
New York to pay the interest on the im- 
mense debt caused by the stupendous 
frauds of Tweed and his associates; 
the stealings of the Custom-House gang,—all of 
which and more are but specimens of the ex- 
actions made upon the business of that city. 
As evidence that these things are well under- 
stood in the Metropolis of America, we now have 
before us an elaborate two-columo article in the 
New York Express to prove that the importing 
trade of New ¥ork erceeds $100,000,000, aud 
that it has increased immensely in the last 
twenty-five years. This nobody doubts. 

To give the exact figures of the Erpress, the 
dry goods imported at New York in 1849 amount- 
ed to $44,435,571, and in 1873 to $114,160,465,— 
that is, pearly three times as many goods were 
imported last year as in 1849. While New York 
has made such creditable progress, the jobbing 
trade of Chicago has increased from nothing as 
late as twenty years ago to its present very cousid- 
erable proportions. We have no means of de- 
termiaiug the figures of the jobbing and the 


the snow flies and outdoor labor becomes im- 
practicable. Present indications show not only 
that this will be accomplished, but that many of 
the buildings will be finished and ready for 
oceupancy before coid weather sete in, while by 
next spring the whole leugth of State street will 
be occupied up to Harmon court.

The remaining portion south to Twenty-second 
street is reserved for the next great fire, which 
must inevitably come, soover or later, and as 
this part of State street is a compact 
and dense mass of wooden shelis, back- 
ing upon ales filled with barns, shan- 
ties, litter, and all sorte of combustible 
stuff, it only needs the same conditions which 
preceded the last two great fires to wipe out 
this pile of kindling-wood also. On Third and 
Fourth avenues and Clark street, and upon all 
the cross-streets running east and west, although 
the activity is not as great as on State street, 
still numerous buildings of d large and hand- 
some character are in process of construction to 
supply the place of the hulks and vile dens 
which formerly stood there. On Wabash avenue 
matters are at 3 stand-still, and probably will 
remain so for some time to come, although here 
and there some bopeful owner will improve his 
property with a handsome building and wait for 
the good time coming when it will pay interest 


on the investment. It is too far north for resi- 


dences and too far south for business just at 
present, and few will care to build residences 
when in four or five years at the utmost busi- 
ness will overtake them, or to build large stores 
and wait four or five years for their occupancy. 

The buildings which are being erected are not 
large or showy, but they are substantial, strong, 
secure, and sufficiently commodious for business 
purposes. All of them are of brick, mostly with 
stone trimthings, and some of them with the 
entire frontage of stone, and, as oompared with 
the unsightly wooden shells before the fire, of 
all sizes and shapes, the street will look, when 
finiahed, both uniform and handsome, and will 
present a very effective obstacle against the 
progress of another conflagration. State street 
then, as far as Harmon court at least, will wear 
the aspect of a metropolitan business street in- 
stead of a rustic th »rougbfare filled with pawn- 
brokers’ shops, saloons, cheap eating-houses, 
low dives, and small slop-shops wallowing in dirt. 
The improvement, in fact, will be so marvelous 
that it wil) not be long betore the public will 
recognize in the vonflagration of July last a de- 
cided biessing. 

This wonderful industry and the magical 


ceedings of this Board are exceedingly curious ; 
but, when the proceedings of one year are com- 
pared with those of another, the results are 
astonishing. Ass result of the act of 1872, the 
aggregate assessment of real and personal prop- 
erty, which in 1872 was about $500,000,000, was 
increased to about $1,200,000,000 in 1878.

be is now: that it was admitted on all sides be 
could pe re-elected for a third term almost with- 
out opposition, and in spite of the traditions of 
our politics.” 

On the 24th of the same month the Washing- 
ton organ remarked that we have never had any 
experience of the effect of re-clecting s Presi- 
dent for a third term; and that there had been 
periods in our history when, could we have 
elected a President for a third or fourth term, it 
would have beeu better for the country. Had 
Washington's, Monroe’s, or John Quincy Adams’

The story of Louisiana’s woes is long and sor- 
It has been told over and over 


was the crowning sorrow of Louisiana's political 
woe, and never since that event have the people 
been reconciled to the situstion. They have 
been ripe for revolution these two years. At 
no time, however, has revolt appea ed so for- 
midable as now. The immediate pro. ocation of 
yesterday's outbreak was the seizun) of arms 
consigned to private firms in New Orleans. 
Three citizens were arrested on the chan s of hav- 
ing in their possession stands of arms i nd quan- 
tities of ammunition to be used in ass: sting the 
secret organization known as the Whit League 
and against the Metropolitan Police. Subse- 
quently Gen. Badger, the Chief of Poll e, Mr. 
Curtis, the Clerk, and Judge McArthu: were 
brought before Justice Houston. They were 
committed to jail for contempt in refusing o de- 
liver over the arms that had been seized, but 
they were immediately pardoned by Gov. 
Kellogg. The search and seizures were con- 
tinued throughout last week, and Sunday’s papers 
contained a call, signed by fifty merchants, for a 
mass-mectiog at Olay’s statue on Canal street, 
to protest against the seizures and other outrages. 
This call had a response in the gathering of an 
immense throng of people, filling the streets for 
several blocks around. The meeting passed a 
resolution calling upon Kellogg to resign, and a 
committee was appointed to wait upon him for his 
answer. He declined to receive any communi- 
cation on the ground that it came from an armed 
and lawless mob. When his answer was 
received, the word went forth to disperse for 
arms. Men went to their houses only to return 
with rifles, shot-guns, and small arms, and to 
proceed agaiust the existing Government. The 
Mayor's office was invaded, and the Mayor had 
to give way. Penn, as Acting Governor, issued 
@ proclamation calling upon all citizens between 
the ages of 18 and 49 to join the militia. 
He set forth that this was not war up- 
on the negroes, who should be permitted to 
pursue their avocations in peace, but against 
the thieves, plunderers, and spoilers who haa 
the people for two years. Then came 
an from the same source conférring the 
chief command upon Gen. Fred N. Ogden.

leading Chicago houses have buyers constantly 
in New York. Certainly; but they are there to 
buy domestic goods, which they get from the 
commission houses at the same prices and pre- 
cisely on the same terms as the New York mer- 
chants. All manufacturers in New England and 
elsewhere in this country send their goods to 
New York commission houses, and hence buyers 
from ali the country congregate there, but New 
York jobbers get no beiter terms than Chicago 
jobbers. In addition to this, our leading houses 
have their agents in England, France, and 
elsewhere, alongside those of Messrs. Stew- 
art, Claflin, and other New York merchants, 
who buy from first hands at precisely the same 
figures as the New Yorkers, Our orders are 
given, and some of them paid for, months 
ahead, as are those of the New York merchants. 
Goods ordered for our fall trade were paid for 
in July. They come to our Custom-House direct, 
and are placed in bond precisely as they aro in 
New York, our merchants withdrawing them as 
they are required to be put on the market. The 
difference in the Custom-House exactions in the 
two cities, it is safe to say, will nearly pay the 
freight on goods from the seaboard. Add for 
cheaper rents and cheaper modes of conducting 
business, and it is easy to see why Chicago 
is now, and must continue to be, as cheap 
a market for dry goods as New York. 
As an instance; the cartagein New York on an 
invoice of goods on consignment to this city, but 
intended for Rockford, was $20; it was switch- 
ed here and passed on to its destination for $2. 
Arrangements are making in Baltimore to pass 
goods directly from the hold of steamers to the 
cars, and, as soon as the railroad is completed to 
that city, New York will miss her cartage and 
many other similar exactions. Some of our 
merchants are now ordering their goods by Phil- 
adelphia to avoid the tolls levied by the New 
York harpies. f 

Of course our merchants are not doing a tithe 
of the retail trade in dry goods that leading 
houses in New York are, but they claim to be 
willing to compare figures in the jobbing line 
with the best of them. What is true of dry 
goods will gradually become true also of many 
other departments of business. The law by 
which foreign goods could be imported in bond 
direct to the interior cities, placing them in this 
respect on a par with those on the seaboard, has 
been in operation only three or four years. With 
unimportant exceptions, fifteen years at most 
will cover the entire history of the jobbing trade 
in Chicago. What has been accomplished is en- 
couraging in the highest degreg, and the time is 
not distant when no merchant in tae entire 
Northwest will go east of Chicago to purchase 
his goods. Indeedit may be doubted whether 
they can now do it with profit. 


THE BURNT DISTRICT. 

Strangers in the city, attending the Exposi- 
tion, will find a larger and more characteristic 
Exposition by visiting the burnt district on 
State street, between Harmon court and Van 
Buren street. On this strip of territory, half a 
mile in length, and on many of the parallel 
streets west of it, they will find reproduced up- 
on a smaller scale, as the area is more limited, 
the wonderful scenes of enterprise, determina- 
tion, and industry which characterized the South 
Division immediately after the great fire of 
1871. There is scarcely a lot upon State street 
on which the laborers are not at work. A few

EQUALIZING TAXE!. 
The law of this State has provides in . ms- 
chimery of government a tribunal called the 
State Board of Equalization, and has clothed 
this Board with special functions and arbitrary 
powers. The judgments of this Board have been 
declared to be judicia!, and the Supreme Court 
has pronounced them final and irreversible, ex- 
cept upon proof of fraud. The special object of 
this Board was to equalize the assessed valuation 
of property, real and personal, so that each person 
and corporation in this State should pay an 
honest share of taxation, proportioned to the 
actual value of his, her, or its property. We have 
often had occasion to refer to the Revenue law 
of this State; it is one of the curiosities of leg- 
islative literature, and as a monstrosity has per- 
haps no parallel. The State of Lilinois, from 
1887 to 1848, had a large public debt, upon 
which the State for several years omitted to pay 
interest. In 1848 the people voluntarily placed 
in their Constitution the 2-mill tax to be applied 
to the payment of that debt and interest. In 
1870 the State was practically out of debt, 
the outstanding bonds, not yet due, being bal- 
anced by the funds actually in the Treasury, and 
annually accruing without the necessity of taxa- 
tion. A new Constitution was adopted, prohibit- 
ing any further debt, and the mill tax, being no 
longer required, was repealed. During all these 
years of poverty and struggle, the State had a 
revenue system which, while by a0 means perfect, 
accomplished its end. The general rule under 
that law was to assess the property, at first at 
one-half, and, as the State grew in wealth, at a 
reduced proportion of the actual value, and on 
this assessment to levy such a rate of tax as 
would produce the required revenue. For a 
number of years the assessed valuation of all 
the property in the State ranged from $470,000,- 
000 to $500,000,000. This was perhaps about 
one-third the actual value of the property as 
sessed ; there being personal property to the 
value, perhaps, of $400,000,000 or more (cash) 
never found by the Assessors. It made 
no difference to the tax-payer whether 
he was taxed 3 mills on tbe dollar 
of a one-third valuation, or 1 mili on the 
dollar of a cash valuation. The result was the 
same. In 1869 was passed the infamous law 
authorizing a diversion of the tax levied for 
State purposes in certain counties to pay local 
railroad-aid debts. Under the system of one- 
third valuation, no revenue was produced for 
this tax steal, so, in 1872, there was got up the 
tax code, calied the Revenue law. The State 
was then out of debt, and had no need of reve- 
nue except for expenses of the State Govern- 
ment; nevertheless, there was enacted a code 
which, wherever read or seen by men, bas been 
pronounced a marvelous abomination, and a dis-

years. The machinery of the Revenue law is 
wholly inappropriate and utterly deficient. The 
work of the State Board is all guess-work, and 
aimed at Chicago. The whole system of State 
taxation is rotten and defective, and should be 
abolished as behind the age. and as # reproach 
to the civilization of an intelligent people. 


THE WOMAN’S CONGRESS. 

The previous sessions of this body have al- 
ways been-beid in the East. Its coming to Chi- 
cago is a venture. We do not doubé that its 
managers will find here sudiences as large and 
interest as keen as they have become sccus- 
tomed to in the East. The Congress is not 
convened by the woman-suffragists. It sims to 
represent all women. Its published programme 
does not include any discussion of f minine fit- 
ness for the franchise, although the subject will 
doubtless be touched upon incidentally. The 
list of topics 1, as usual, mixed. Some sub- 
jecta, as, for instance, What new element can 
women bring into the field of finance?” are so 
wide as to be worthless. Others, e. g., The 
part of women in the financial good or ill of the 
country,” How can women best oppose intem- 
perance ? and Woman's part in journalism,” 
are scarcely distinctive enough to demand dis- 
cussion at such a gathering. Woman's part in 
journalism is like that of man, and may there- 
fore be summed up in saying: Study, observe, 
and write.” There are no distinctively femi- 
nine and no distinctively masculine features of 
the profession, unless fashion-notes belong to 
the one sex and prize-fights to the other. 

So, too, women and men have like duties in 
finance and in temperance,—the study, and the 
preaching, and practice of the truth. The folly 
of the Crusade is so generally recognized 
now that attacking it would be knocking down a 
woman of straw, Such themes would do well 
enough if the Congress had weeks of work be- 
fore it, but its three-days’ session should be de- 
voted to more practical topics. A subject like that 
of “Fallen Women” cannot be advantageously 
discussed in a miscellaneous gathering. 
What security can the public have that some 
blatant Woodhullite will not seize the oppor- 
tunity to preach her polluting gospel? The 
social evil should be studied in the closet or 
the hospital, not on the house-top. It is to be 
hoped that some arrangement can be made by 
which the discussion of this theme may take 
place with closed doors and under the entire 
control of pure women. 

Here adverse criticism must end. Nearly ail 
the other subjects, and especially those under 
the heads of Education and “ True Standards 
of Use and Beauty,” are thoroughly timely and 
valuable. We trust that some of the speakers on 
„Dress Reform” will bring with them the 
models and drawings that have proved such 
effective arguments in the East. This mine of 
illustration can be worked to great advantage in 
the discussion of several of the themes on the 
programme. 

Everything promises the success of the Con- 
gress. The topics of discussion, with the few 
exceptions we have noted, have been admirably 
chosen. They will be handled by some of the 
foremost women in America. The place of 
meeting, the First Methodist Church, is conven- 
ient and central. The resident committee has 
done ite work faithfully and well. Chicago, as 
the metropolis of a State which has freed woman

On second thoughts, the Conven- 
tion must have felt mortified at its announce- 
ment. Why the modern trouser should have 
been selected as the perfection of elegance and 
utility passes all . Burely nothing 
is so independently uninteresting as a pair of 
pants. If the aggregated taste of the Dress- 
Reform League can evolve nothiug nearer 
to the ideal perfection of ease and beauty, 
the great majority of sensible women will prefer 
to serve the tyrant Fashion rather than endure 
the mortification of appearing like fll-formed 
men in man’s attire. There is no denying the 
physiological imperfections of woman's present 
attire, but the declaration in favor of trousers 
does not present any improvement. The most 
graceful garment a woman wears is a simple 
morning wrapper.

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 
Purape.ruia, Sept. 14.—About half-past 12 
o'clock this afternoon James Tozier, supposed to 
have been Jimmy Toer, a well-known river 
thief, shot and killed his wife Sallie, and then 
committed suicide, at No. 240 South Fifth street. 


Tozier had been separated from his wife for 
some time, and this morning, after lounging 
about, he went to No. 240 South Fifth street, 
where she has been living. He went into a small 
room on the first floor back, the scene of the 
tragedy, in which his wife was. handed her 
the following note: 
alm: I want to see you to geta of separsa- 
tion, for I want you to go your and I go 
mine, [Here a portion of the missive is illegible, ow- 
ing to stains.) I won’t hurt you, whoever I see 
you with. You do the same with me, and pass me by. 
I want you to drop my name and 7 by — own, 
Auswer right away. Yours truly, Aus TOZIER, 
SarnorLrs Court, Noble street, above St. John. 
After reading the note, Mre. Tozier looked at 
him, and coolly said. Well, what of it?” This 
enraged Tozier, and, drawing from his ket a 
Sharp's pistol loaded to the muzzle, he sev- 
eral shots at bis wife, one of which struck her 
in the head, and the other in the breast. She 
fell to the floor and instantly expired. Tozier, 
seeing what he bad done, pointed the “yo at 
bis own head and fired, the ball entering directly 
above the right temple. He expired in an in- 
stant. There was in the room directly before 
the shooting a sister of Mrs. Tozier, but when 
the husband drew the revolver she fled, and 
gave the alarm, returning only in time, with 
2 others, to find the lifeless bodies on the 
oor.

A Seducer, Aided by Mis Father, 
Shamefully Maltreats His Han- 
Crazed Victim.

Dundu, Ia., Sept. 14.—Several years ago 

Miss Mary Fritz Brough brought a suit against 

Nicholas Shuire, Jr., both of this city, for seduc- 

tion, and the evidence was so conciusive that 

defendant was fined $1,000, in default of which 
he was sent to jail, where he romained six 
months. He seduced the girl under a promise 
of marriage. Tho girl gave birth toa child dur- 
ing Shuire’s imprisonment, and finally became 
deranged. She was pronounced insane by the 
Commivsioners, and sent to an asylum, where 
she remained under treatment for some time, 
and was then released as cured. Mean- 
time, Shuire had served out his term 
of imprisooment and married, but his victim 
evidently determiued that no peace or bappiness 

should fall to bis lot. She followed him like a 

very shadow wherever he went. He moved from 

one town to another, yet could not shake her off. 

She always tracked and followed him, and, as he 

swears, extorted sums of money from him at va- 

rious times ting $2,000. Last Thursday 

Shuire, accompanied by his wife, his father, and 

mother, were walking about the Exposition 

grounds, when Mary Fritz approached the 
party and commenced abusing her seducer 
in the most offensive language. He 
left the grounds and went home, Late in the 
evening, after the balance of the family had ro- 
tired to the Shuire residence, Mary Fritz again 
appeared, and, entering the house, renewed her 
abuse of young Shuire. The family all assem- 
bled in a group, when the enraged, abused, and 
partially insane woman seized a knife that was 
lying on a table near by and, brandishing the 
weapon, threatened to kill old Mrs. Sbuire, 
whom she charged with having caused all her 
trouble. She rushed towards the old lady, 
who pushed ber off so violently that 
she fell, aod, her head striking against 
the cupboard, an ugly gash was inflicted. The 
frenzied woman arose and again rusbed at ihe 
old lady, who ouce more threw her off with such 
force that she fell on a piece of iron lying on 
the floor. This second fall seriously injured her 
epine. Such was the testimony for the defense; 
mainly by the Shuire family. The witnesses for 
the prosecution testified that both young Shuire 
and his father assaulted the woman and beat her 
severely ; that after knocking her down they 
kicked 43 repeatedly, and her body bears the 
evidence of both blows and kicks. Justice Leckie, 
before whom the case was tried, fined both 
father and son $100 each.

THE STATE FAIR. 


Opening Day of the Exhibition 
at Peoria. 


A Magnificent Display of Blooded 
Horses. 


Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 

Prosi, III., Sept. 14.—At the State Fair 
Grounds to-day from early dawn until sunset, 
and, indeed, far into the night, hundreds of 
men were busily engaged in putting the stocks 
and goods for exhibition in places preparatory 
tothe inauguration of the show to-morrow. 
Judging from present appearances, this year's 
display, in every department of the Fair, will far 
surpass any previous efforts. The show of 


stock will simply be magnificent, the number of 
horses entered up to this evening being 600; 
while the exhibition of farm implements, agri- 
cultural products, works of art, Ste., will 
be far beyond precedent in the State.

My Dear Sim: I now have the pleasure of replying 
more fuily to your fetter of July 23. I write you now 
about Chicago city improvements, with respect to 
which I note your remarks as to the small size of the 
mains; but, notwithstanding that drawback, I do not 
think the height of the stana-pipe at the Water- Works 
sullicient to afford a combination of high and con- 
stant service, such as would be necessary for jets of 
water in case of fire, to be used before 
the fire-engines arrived. I believe the elevated-tank 
system is in use in Chicago, but it is a defective 
system, as it can apply only to large buildings; and 
the quantity of water required is very large. The 
const ut-ser vice ent is better, but, to carry 
this out sufficiently, the water should be pumped to a 
sufficient bead to enable the jets in any part of the 
city to play over the house-tops. The extent and dis- 
tance to which the supply was required would regulate 
the height to which the water would rise in jets, The 
loss by friction in the hose alene reduces the delivery 
or height at the rate of 23g per cent for every 40 feet 


of hose, 

I think, therefore, that a higher stand-pipe at the 
pumping-station, and ample mains, firc-piugs, and 
hydrauts, distributed throughout the streets, so as to 
reduce the length of bose toa minimum, would be a 
very great improvement; and I also think that the au- 
thorities would do well to adopt the proposition. 

There is another expedient which I feel confidence 
in recommending to your city authorities, and it 
arises upon this reflection: That Chicago should be 
subject to conflagrationsof such magnitude, though 
possessing a lake of water suflicient to extinguish 
Vesuvius, seems strange, What I propose, therefore, 
is to bring the lake-water, westward, across in sev- 
eral places, by means of culverts of cast-iron, cement, 
or other suitable or convenient material. 

These should not be less than from 3 to 4 feet di- 
ameter; end dip from, say, about 5 or 6 feet under 
the surface of the lake at ope end, to about 10 feet bo- 
low that level at the other end. Of course, these cul- 
verts should be properly laid under the reads, and ter- 
minate at their ends in wells covered over by the 
roadway, but with a suction and hose already at- 
tached, and a plug at the surface. The lake-ends ot 
these culverts would be provided with perforated cov- 
erings or strainers. 

The descent of the water along such culverts would 
have sufficient force to supply the most powerful fire- 
engine that could be attached to the suctions. The

Bayard Taylor’s New Poem--A 
Mormon Tragedy. 


Bayard Taylor’s new poem, The Prophet,” 
will be published in afew days by Osgood & 
Co. It is dramatic in form, and is called a trag- 
ody, though but a small! portion is tragic. 

THE HISTORY OF MOBMONISM 
furnishes the theme, but the poem is not strict- 
ly historical. David Starr, the Prophet, is 
Joseph Smith (or is he to be known to the end of 
time as Jo Smith ?); but Starr is blest with bet- 
ter parents, and is a nobler type of character, 
than tradition ascribes to Smith. Nimrod Kraft 
(portentous name!) is Brigham Young, and is 
perhaps as true a portrait as could be drawn of 
Young within the limits of the poem, as the 
curtain falls when Jo Smith is shot 
at Nauvoo.

The motion to reconsider the vote taken on 
Saturday by the Board of Trade was tabled to- 
day by a decisive majority. It was not proposed 
to apply to contracts already in existence, but 
would undoubtedly have affected the long op- 
tions materially, and the expectation that seller 
the year would decline in consequence of the 
passage of the resolution induced many to vote 
for it. 

There is some roason to think that a powerful 
syndicate has been formed at the East, for the 
purpose of moving the crops,” though the 
rumors sent out several days ago to that effect 
were generally discredited. The syndicate would 
appear to have laid its wires fora hold on the 
farmers, by the publication of a series of articles 
in certain newspapers which are calculated 
to mislead the farmers aforesaid into their net.

The leading product markets were less active 
to-day than the recent average, though there was 
a fair aggregate of trading in grain.

R. - Do you think that 

DR. SULLIVAN 
will make much of a figure as a candidate? 

F. M.—I really don't know what to say as to 
that. He would be strongly supported, ho 
doubt, and be isa very excellent man; but I 
sincerely believe that tho interests of the Church 
would be best served by going outside of the 
Northwest. 

R.—Who is your choice for Bishop? 

P. M.—I have quite a number of choices, but 
my first is 

DR, BLIPHALAT KNOTT POTTER, 

of Union College, Schnectady, N. I. There is 
another Dr. Potter, his brother, of Grace 
Church, New York. His name is Henry 
C. 1 like Eliphalat best. He would 
make an excellent Bishop. Both 
gentlemen are fine scholars—cultivated men aud 
men of business, too. They are sous of the late 
Bishop Potter, of Pennsylvania, and nephews of 
the present Bishop Potter, of New York. They 
are also nephews of the lace President Knott, of 
Union GCollege,—so that they are well connected 
all around. 

R.—Your favorite is now President of Union 
College ? 

P. M.—He was called to succeed his uncle, and 
bas given great satisfaction. I desire to see him 
elected above all men that I have heard men- 
tioned. 

DE KOVEN. 

R.— What do you think of Dr. De Koven's 
chances? 

P. M.—I think be has verv little chanee 
among the laity. Should the clergy nominate 
him, he will not be confirmed. Even should he 
be, I have no doubt that the House of Bishops 
would reject him. That would be very aanoy- 
ing, indeed. It would make great confusion. I 
have hopes that the name of Dr. De Koven will 
not be presented to the Convention. Should he, 
by any accident, be nominated, I believe that it 
would shock the minds of our laity to a degree 
that might produce disintegration. 

R. Why have you se much horror of Dr. De 
Koven ? , 

P. M.—Why, because he bas avowed himself a 
Ritualist of the most advanced order. There is 
really nothing between him and Rome, except 
the liturgy. ° He believes in the real presence, in 
a bodily form instead of in a sacramental, em- 
bl eof a spiritual shape. What was the 
Reformation for, if we have to fall back on Ro- 
manism in this century? For my own part, I 
respect out-and-out Romanism far more than 
Episcopal Ritualism. .The Church of Rome 
stands by her ancient flag. Men of Dr. De 
Koven’s stamp lower the Episcopal flag when 
they adopt Ritualism end ‘real pres- 
ence” ideas. Nothing on earth could in- 
duce me to vote for Dr. De Koven, al- 
though there are some men in St. James’ Church 
who are fast friends of his. His brother is 
theré,—a prominent member,—and there are 
others that I could name. Unfortunately, Dr. 
Brooks, the pastor, is in Europe. I know that 
his vote would be cast dead agamst the Wiscon- 
sin candidate. 

R.—Is Ritualism your only objection to Dr. 
DeKoven? He is very able, it is said. 

P. M.—I don't question his abulity,—nobody 
does. You asked me had I other objections. I 
have. Inthe first place, I think Dr. De Koven 
has all his interests in Wisconsin,—bis college, 
his home, his associations, everything. Now, 
I should not like to vote for a Bish- 
op whom I might possibly be compelled 
to suspect was liable to make the Diocese of Ili- 
nois play second-fiddle to that of Wisconsin. I 
think, if we cannot find a suitable man in Ih- 
nois, that the farther we get away from aroupd 
here the better. Let us go East. 

R.—All right, but will not your Eastern man 
have his prejudices? will not he think of New 
York and Massachusetts ? 

P. M.—No danger of that—too far removed, 
while Wisconsin is next door. Should Dr. De 
Koven’s name be iotrodueed it will make a row. 
As an Episcopalian, I sincerely desire not to see 
the indecorous scenes of the Wisconsin Conven- 
tion, where Dr. De Koven was a candidate, re- 


peated. 

hR.—But the indecornm was, for the most part, 
onthe side of Dr. De Koven’s opponenta He 
never said anything unpleasant during the af- 
fair. 

P. M.—Oh, no; Dr. De Koven is a gentleman ; 
but that makes no difference. He is a Ritualist, 
and that ends the matter. We don't want any- 
thing of that kind among us.

Fully 
an hour passed before the police were made 
aware of the tragedy. At once efforts wero 
made 

TO FIND THE MURDERER, 

but, fleeing to the West Side, to the house of a 
friend, he hid himself, and was only discovered 
there about 7 oclock yesterday morning by 
Sergt, Simon O'Donnell, of the Fifth Police 
Precinct. Tbhe*instrument used by Francisco in 
his horrible deed, supposed to be a stiletto, has 
pot been found, although diligent search has 
been made for it. 

Coroner Stephens yesterday began to investi- 
gate the circumstances attending the commis- 
sion of this crime. 

THE INQUEST 
was held at tue County Hospital. No public in- 
terest was evinced therein, only those who were 
immediately concerned, besides the prisoner and 
jurors, being present. Francisco stands about 
5 feet 2 inches in height ; has a clear complex- 
ion, but a low forehead and s canning eye. 
Liké the majority of low-bred Italians, bis 
nether limbs are misshapen, being somewhat 
bowed. During the examination of the wit- 
nesses, he eagerly and imploringly scanned their 
faces, and several times attempted to suggest 
answers. No one who has not attended an 
inquest where ignorant Germans or Italians 
appear as witnesses can form the faintest idea 
of the difficulty experienced in extracting a plain 
answer to a plain question, and the performance 
necessary on that account to be gone through by 
the Coroner is something like trying to draw a 
tooth from an unwilling or fearful ggtient. The 
worthies, brilliant representativeg of King 
Victor Emmanuel, who figured as “ 1e8865 yes- 
terday, were vo exception to those referred to, 
and, indeed, the interpreters—there were two of 
them—who were looked to for the unraveliny 
of the mollifiuous lingo spoken by the demi- 
semi-civilzed individuals, by their stupidity only 
made confusion worse confounded. Here are 
SPECIMEN REPLIES: 

Q.—Who were in the house at the time? A. 
(through interpreter)—He says he done it ! 

Q.—ltepeated. A.—Right in front of the 
house. 

Q.—Did you seo a stiletto in Francisco's 
hand? A. (Which required the use of a great 
deal of gibberish)—I don’t interfere in other 
people's business. 

THE DECEASED, 

Ozzato Gennario, was a towusmin of the pris- 
oner, both’ being natives of the little town of 
Marci o, in Italy. Gennario was a heavy set 
man, abler than the prisoper, and said to be of a 
peaceable disposition. The testimony is con- 
flicting as to who gave the first blow, one witness 
testifying that the deceased roughly pushed and 
knocked down the prisoner before the latter 
struck, and another witness stating that Fran- 
cisco was the aggressor, haying challenged the 
deceased to fight. Ihere seems to be no 
donot that the prisoner murdered Gen- 
yarion, but so far it has not deen 
proven that he inflicted the stab 
wound. There is also an absence of proof that 
the murder was defiberate, for it does not 
appear that there was any previous quarrel be- 
tween these men. Notwithstanding the revolt- 
ing nature of the crime, it is of a class traceable 
more immediately to overindulgence in strong 
drinks than to decided wickedness. 

The ioquest was begun at I o'clock. Coroner 
John Stephens impauneled a jury consisting of 
Dra. D. A. K. Steele (foreman), C. L. Bur- 
roughs, T. B. Waldron, and H. Harrington, 
and Messers. G. Tillotson, Johu Gill, William Ab- 
bot, G. Deacon, F. C. Winslow, James MeLaugh- 
lin, T. MeClair, and C. Brooker. 

PASQUALE RUSSI 

being sworn, testified: I live at No. 2 Fourteenth 
street; am a laborer. [knew the deceased, 
Ozzato Gennario, for four or five days; he 
boarded at my house ; came from New York. 
Deveased bad a wife and one child in Italy. I 
know the prisoner, Agenio Francisco; he has 
lived with me between Chicago and New York 
for the last three years. About 7 o'clock on 
Sunday evening, the deceased, the prisoner, two 
other men, and myself -were laying 
an Italian game called morra, played with 
the fingers; they piayed for beer. After the 
game the parties went out on the sidewalk and 
— into a dispute about the game. I saw the 

eceased push the prisoner and knock him down 
on the sidewalk. Boon after the deceased ran 
up to me and said, “I’m stabbed; Ageuio Fran- 


cisco did it.” I never saw the prisoner havea 


stiletto; I had my eye on the party while the 
quarrel was going on. Beverio De Laquela 
tried to make peace between them; he lives at 
No. 2 East Fourteenth street. 

To the Foreman—lI did not see any knife in 
prisoner's hands at any tame during the quar- 
rel. Francisco ran away before deceased come 
up to me. 

MICHELE vort, 
b sworn, deposed: I live at No. 2 East Four- 
teenth sireet; knew deceased since he came to 
Chicago, four or five days ago. I know the pris- 
oner about a vear and a half. I was not in the 
game but I saw the other men plaving. The de- 
ceased was the winner; be won three games; 
Francisco denied Gennario’s claim to having 
won, Francisco challenged the deceased to 
fight; soon after grab deceased and pulled

Toronto, Ont., Sept. 14.—The new Royal 
Opera-House, built on the site of the Royal 
Lyceum, burned some time ago, opens to-night, 
under the patronage of the Lieutenant-Gov- 
érnor. 

The magnificent Grand Opera-House, on Ade- 
laide street, opens in a few evenings. 

In an article on “The Commercial Outlook” 
the Globe, this morning, says, “The banks have 
increased their funds by paid-up capital and 
Otherwise $12,000,000 during the year, and in- 
creased loans by $15,600,000, Money is 
more abundant than a year ago, and 
there is more difiiculty im employing 
funds, ‘The country's resources give good 
prospects ef an overflowing abundance of graiu 
and a handsome profit on the woolcrop. Hops 
are a finé crop, With a large surplus to export. 
Dairy products ere increasing in magnitude. 
The lamber and timber trade is depressed and 
unprofitable, but the local consumption iuereas- 
ing. The square-timber trade is still more de- 
pressed. Combinations have been formed to 
curtail production. Imports at custom-houses 
largely exceed last year. The Globe advises re- 
straint on the growth of oredite, and warns the 
public that prosperity may lead to unhealthy in- 
flation, and inflation will certainly be followed by 
disaster.

A Judicial Raid on the Polygamists. 

Sart Lake, Utah, Sept. 14.—Two Probate 
Courts were held at Toole to-day, one by Brown, 
the newly-clected non-Mormon, the other by 
Rowberry, the former Judge, who refuses to 
vacate. The United States Marshal attempted 
to gain admittance to the County Court- House 
for the purpose of holding court, but found the 
door barred on the inside, and therefore aban 
doned it. The Court was held in the hotel par- 
lor.

District, Judge Boreman called for jhe enforce- 
ment of the law of 1862, against bigamy or 
polygamy.

Singular Recovery of a Prayer- Hook. 

The Peekskill Messenger relates the following: 
“Inthe year i862 a young gentleman of our 
village, residing in the South, was conseripted in 
the Confederate army. He had in his pos- 
session a Book of Common Prayer, presented by 
his mother in 1856. The corps to which our 
friend was ordered marched for, Corinth. After 
remaining in Corinth from March 3 to April 3, 
1862, his corps was ordered to Shiloh, and before 
going into the fight the men were ordered to pile

The action lasted from 
Saturday morning until Monday night, ending 
in a complete route of the Confedefates, 
when, of course, the knapsacks were left 
behind, the property of the Federals, and in 
our friend’s knapsack was the prayer-book. 
After a lapse of eleven years, a gentleman of 
our village visited Macon, Ga., with his wife, 
and while there attended church for the purpose 
of witnessing a wedding. While seated ip a pew, 
awaiting the arrival of the bridal party, the lady 
picked up a prayer book to findthe marriage 
ceremony, and incidently turning to the fly-leaf 
found written thereon ‘Charles, from his 
mother, Sept. 3, 1856, while in the corner were 
the initials, C. E. 8.

Given 
to him a Yanké soldier.’ The lady recog- 
nized the initials, and determined, if possible, to 
restore the book to its original owner. Accord- 
ingly, Mr. Whittle was waited upon, and at first 
declined returning the book, because it had been 
iven to him by a Northern soldier, to whom he 
ad shown considerable kindvuess while sick. 
Finally, he was induced to part with it, and the 
book found its way back to the hands of the 
original owner in Peekskill.”

Ad- 
joining his dwelling was a wooden building, 
owned by the Misses Adiam. The falling of 
the Doctor's dwelling almost demolished 
thie, destroying almost the earthly all of the 
inhabitants. Mr. J. N. Fry occupied a new 
frame building neat the Methodist Protestant 
Church, which came near being overthrown in 
the common ruin. The roof was torn off, and 
the building otherwise injured. Some idea of 
the fury of the storm may be gathered from the 
fact that bricks were carried 100 yards; a piece 
of heavy oak timber, 30 feet long, was blown a 
distance of 60 yards, while another piece of 
heavy timber from thé church, after being car- 
ried 80 or 90 yards, was forced through a door 
and hurled the entire length of the hall of a 
building osite. Strange to say, amid an at- 
mosphere thick with missties of death, not a soul 
was scratched. 

The losses, as far as ascertained, are about as

The Treasurer of the United States has issued 
a circular ee em National Banks to make an | 
additional deposit of 5 per cent for the redemp- 
tion of their circulation, with instructions that 
United States notes may be sent to the Treasur- 
er, under contract of the Treasury Department 
with the Adams Express Company, and under 
the same regulations as are prescribed for the 
forwarding of notes and currency of the United 
States for redemption. If any bank shall pre- 
fer, it may forward the required amount by its 
draft on New York, Boston, or Philadelphia, | 
drawn to the order of the Treasurer of the 
United States and payable in United States 
notes. Acknowledgement will be made to each 
bank for its deposit when completed by remit- 
tance to it of a certificate in the proper form.
